British Concentrate Entire Mediterranean Fleet in Near East­ 
ern Waters; French, British, Italian Commis- 
missioners Serve Notice on Kemal

London, Sept. 12.— War between Turk ey and the Al­ 
lies with Constantinople as the prize, threatened today. 
Abbey Bey, Turk ish delegate in Paris, issued a state­ 
ment announcing that Turk ey would demand the return of 
Constantinople. 
Allied high commissioners notified Mus­ 
tapha Kemal that inv asion of the Constantinople neutral 
zone would not be permitted. 
The v icto rio us army o f Kemal which has quashed the (¡reeks, 
is repo rted eajrer to adv ance upo n the city , which is no w held by 
the Allied fo rces. 
(treat Britain, acco rding to wo rd g iv en o ut here to day , has 
co ncentrated her entire Mediterranean th» et in the Near Hast wa­ 
ters prepared fo r any ev entualities. 
It is understo o d that French and Italian ships are en ro ute. 
Llo y d Geo rg e is g iv en credit fo r bring ing the French into line, 
and persuading them to jo in the o ther allies in presenting an 
unbro ken fro nt to the Mo hammedans. 
Hereto fo re they hav e fa­ 
v o red the Turks. The Allied tro o ps in Co nstantino ple are g uard­ 
ing the fo reig n quarters, acco rding to dispatches receiv ed here 
to day , to prev ent recurrence o f the rio ts there y esterday in which 
the Turks lo o ted sho ps o f Christians. 
Sev eral perso ns were re­ 
po rted killed. 
The no tificatio n to keep o ut o f Co nstantino ple serv ed o n Mus­ 
tapha Kemal by the French, British and Italian hig h co mmissio n­ 
ers, was based o n instructio ns fro m their ho me g o v ernments. 
It was handed to the Kemalist representativ e who fo rwarded 
it to Mustapha Kemal at his headquarters in the city o f Smy rna 
just taken fro m the Greeks.

The city of Dehit, India. Is under­ 
stood to hav e cabled Mustapha Kemal 
congratulations on his battle success­ 
es. 
I'prisings against the British gov ­ 
ernment in India, Palestine and other 
Moslem territory probably would he 
essayed simultaneously with the a t­ 
tack on Constantinople. 
The Allied troops in S myrna and 
Constantinople are few compared with 
tlie Creek s. 
Sev eral 
sq uadrons of 
blue jack ets and marines are on duty 
at Smyrna and the Allied garrisons at 
Constantinople would hav e to he re­ 
inforced heav ily in the ev ent of war. 
Constantinople was tak en from the 
T urk s and neutralized after the world 
war. 
Since then it has been held by 
a small force representing all of the 
Allies, with the British predominat­ 
ing. 
The sultan is permitted to remain 
¿here with his personal body guard. 
Decent 
Turk ish 
successes 
were 
achiev ed by the uprising under Mus­ 
tapha Kemal, whose object is to regain 
by force of arm s the territory tak en 
from the Turk s by the Allies under 
the treaty of Sev res. 
The sultan un­ 
der the eye of the Allies in Constan­ 
tinople has had no hand in this up­ 
rising. 
A conference between French. Brit­ 
ish and Italian statesmen is being dis­ 
cussed in an effort to get together on 
a peace program which is to be sub­ 
mitted to Mustapha Kemal in an effort 
to hav e them halt hostilities. 
The League of Nations has notified 
Kemal that he is supposed to abide 
by the rules of civ ilized warfare In 
his war on Greece.

ed on many crossroads in our great 
state. 
They were large and ha nd ­ 
some. I am told tha t many of them 
cost $80 apiece. 
These signs carried 
the sentence: “ Vote for F ra nk 
IV 
Kellogg, the Trust 
Buster.” 
With 
tliis slogan, she said, the s e nator’s 
m a nage’-' “ sold” their candidate to 
the people of Minnesota. 
"N o one ev er saw- the phrase ‘trust 
bu ste r’ on any billboard or in any of 
the publicity issued on behalf of Sen­ 
ator Kellogg.” said Mr. Moos today. 
“ I can produce the original copy to 
prov e this. 
I v ery carefully av oided 
using tha t phrase. 
The slogan on the 
billboards was 'A Big Man for a Big 
Job,’ and they carried a q uotation 
from the trib u te of Chief Justice 
Start, ‘He was nev er false to any 
man or cause.* 
Years before tha t, on 
account of Mr. K ellogg’s serv ices for 
the gov ernm ent in the Standard Oil 
cases, he was freq uently referred to 
in newspapers and magazines as a 
‘trust buster,’ but he nev er paraded 
himself under any such title, and w< 
nev er thou ght of using it in the c a m ­ 
paign.”

The gov ernment is no more lax than citizens in general, 
and to an ex pression of arou sed pu blic sentiment the gov ernment 
will alway s respond. 
The heart of America generally beats tru e. 
America is the 
world’s greatest philanthropist. Bu t there is a danger of forget­ 
ting the neglected ones at home while we contemplate the ocean 
of loreign pain; and those who learn of eases of neglect of ex - 
serv ice men shou ld break silence u ntil their claims are satisfied.

O ne of the big annual events iii the farm er’s life is the county 
fair, where he meets his friends from the city and rural places, 
talks about the harvest, bewails the low’ prices paid for produce, 
listens to speakers who tell him how to run the farm, and to 
others who tell him how’ to vote, visits the buildings where his 
own and his neighbor’s produce is displayed, watches the ball 
game and takes in the other amusements, and goes home to face 
the approaching winter, with its deep snow that blocks the roads 
and hinders his freedom of movement, with the hope that the 
next season will bring good weather, good crops, and higher prices. 
And because the annual county fair means so much to the 
f arm er it ought to be patronized by those who live by the farm ­ 
e r’s steady plodding, year by year. 
The county fair offers a fine 
opportunity for farm er, artisan and business man to come to­ 
gether and get to understand each other better. 
But more than 
anything else it affords the privilege of securing a better knowl­ 
edge of the agriculturist’s hard life, with its inevitable chores, 
long hours in the field during the planting and harvesting, and 
uncertain reward for all the costs of seeding and harvesting, to­ 
gether with the hard work in the out-of-doors in all kinds of 
weather, because the price is governed by conditions which he 
can not control. 
The county fair is not very imposing because the territory 
from wrhich it draw’s is restricted and the funds at the disposal 
of the board of directors limited. 
However, if the fair had Hie 
patronage which it deserves it would grow’ each year, until in 
time it wrould become imposing. 
Every paid admission helps the 
m anagement to produce something better, and if every business 
man, and all other citizens of the county who can attend, made it 
a point to be within the enclosure, the funds would be so increased 
that better things would be provided for the following year. 
The careful planning of the board of directors, the prepara­ 
tion of their exhibits by the exhibitors, and the essential activi­ 
ties of the farm ers of the county, should influence city people to 
make a special effort to encourage directors, exhibitors, and 
farm ers iii general, in their task of giving Crow Wing county 
a high grade county fair.
